Pittsburgh 


Pittsburgh, Oct. 14.—The steel strike, as far as opera- 
tions of Pittsburgh blast furnaces and_ steel mills are 
concerned, is practically over. Steel mills in Pittsburgh 
and nearby districts that were closed by the strike are 
operating again in full. The American Sheet & Tin 
Plate Co. is running to an average of 8) per cent, and 
independent sheet and tin mills about the same. The 
Homestead, Duquesne and Edgar Thomson works of Car- 
negie Steel Co. are on 100 per cent. 

The local steel market is quiet, but prices are very 
firm. Premiums are being paid for prompt delivery of 
finished steel products. This will soon disappear with 
heavier operation of the mills. We note a_ sale of 1000 
tons of basic iron for prompt shipment at $25.75, Valley 
furnace, and 200 tons of Bessemer at $27.95, Valley fur- 
nace. Plates are firmer, and sales more frequent at 2.65c, 
Pittsburgh mill. Steel bars have sold as high as 3c from 
mill warehouses for prompt shipment. Some consumers 
of steel bars are running short of stock. Prompt furnace 
coke is firmer, due to blowing in of more blast furnaces, 
and is held at $4.25 at oven. Scrap is dull and neglected. 


New York 


New York, Oct. 14.—The spot market in pig iron has 
reached, and perhaps surpassed, in price the market for 
next vear, though so few sales of next year iron have 
been made as to make it difficult to establish a market 
price. Consumers are buying iron far from their normal 
purchasing sources, as instanced by a sale of Virginia 
iron, 2.25 to 2.75 silicon, at $30 furnace to a Buffalo con- 
sumer, the freight rate bein gover $5; and again, by the 
inquiry by a northern New York consumer, who usually 
buys from the Buffalo district, addressed to a New York 
seller. The majority of furnaces have withdrawn from 
the market and when they reopen, it is freely predicted 
they will be quoting prices higher than now prevail. 
Heavy inquiries are reported from abroad for basic. Five 
thousand tons of basic were recently sold to Japan at 
better than $28, furnace. It is reported that current ex- 
port inquiries for Japan, South America and Scandinavia, 
with the first by far the heaviest, total 75,300 tons of 
basic, but how real this demand is, no one knows. There 
are three inquiries for foundry iron by domestic con- 
sumers of 5000, 3000 and 2000 tons, respectively. A 
Bridgeport, Conn., steel maker has purchased 1000 tons of 
basic and is askin gfor 20) tons more. Foundry iron, 
25 to 2.75 silicon, is being sold for spot shipment for 
$31, $32, or even higher at furnace. 

Prices of scrap are tending higher with heavy demand 
for borings and turnings and cast scrap. 

Structural steel has been fairly active but inquiries 
are falling off, due no doubt to the mill situation. It is 
too early for much spring building tonnage to come into 
the market. Plates are in much better demand and 2.65c., 
Pittsburgh, has been obtained on nearly all business 
placed, though one large buyer was able to negotiate a 
deal for 3400 tons at 2.50c. This, however, was on con- 
tinuation of negotiations which were pending before 
the strike. Structural awards includs 5600 tons to Amer- 
ican Bridge Co. for Baltimore & Ohio bridge over the 
Allegheny River, Pittsburgh; 5600 tons to same com- 
pany for plant of Cheswick Power Co., near Pittsburgh, 


Chicago 


The market continues active in most departments with 
pig iron a feature. Not onl vis the spot demand unabated 
but several large orders and inquiries for first half iron 
have developed. An Indiana melter has purchased 10,000 
tons of foundry and malleable for 1920 shipment. A Chi- 
cago consumer is inquiring for 10,000 tons of malleable 
and 2000 tons of foundry and another local interest wants 
13,000 tons of malleable and 2000 tons of foundry and an- 
other local interest wants 10,000 tons of malleable and 
charcoal. The leading interest has booked 2500 tons of 
plates, shapes and bars for Japan. A Pacific Coast com- 
pany is asking for 1900 tons of billets. The American 
Bridge Co. will fabricate 1500 tons for the Crerar Library, 
Chicago, and the Russell Wheel & Foundry Co. 1200 tons 
for the Freud Hotel, Detroit. The United States Cast Iron 
Pipe & Foundry Co. will furnish Detroit with 2900 tons 
of 42-in. pipe In view of the heavy demand for bars, it 
is predicted that bar iron and rail carbon steel will soon 
be firm at 2.72c and 2.65c re spectively, if not higher. 

In the scrap market rolling mill and foundry grades 
and re-rolling rails are stronger. Scrap offerings include 
2000 tons by the Santa Fe, 1500 tons by the Northern 
Pacific and 1500 tons of shells advertised by the Ordnance 


Department 
Cleveland 


Cleveland, Oct. 14.—The Riverside plant of the Otis 
Steel Co. resumed operations Monday, and the H. P. 
Works of the American Steel & Wire Co. is now operat- 
ing at 50 per cent capacity. Other Cleveland steel plants 
are still shut down. 

The shortage of some forms of finished steel is be- 
coming more serious, but with few exceptions manufac- 
turing plants have not been forced to curtail produc- 
tion. The most acute shortage appears to be in special 
sections for automobile tire rims and in sheets. Other 
stocks of some automobile builders and makers of va- 
rious automobile parts are getting very low. Jobbers’ 
stocks are well cleaned out in most sizes. There is a 
heavy demand on Eastern mills for plates and structural 
material, and one plate mill is getting sold up rapidly. 
Consumers are buying structural material f.o.b. Eastern 
mill, paying nearly $3 a ton delivered above the regular 
Pittsburgh prices. 

The demand for prompt shipment foundry pig iron 
from consumers who have had their regular supply cut 
of€ continues very active and sales aggregating several 
thousand tons were made in this territory during the 
week by southern Ohio furnaces at $2 to $3 premium.

Philadelphia, Oct. 14.—In plates and shapes there is a 
steadily increasing business, but in other steel products 
not much is being done, chiefly due to the inability of 
the manufacturers to make deliveries. One lot of about 
3000 tons of plates for delivery over the rest of the year 
was placd with an eastern Pennsylvania mill without 
question as to the price, 2.65c., Pittsburgh. Other lots 
varying from 500 to 150) tons have been placed on the 
same terms. One plate company may raise its price to 
2.75c., Pittsburgh, this week. Coatesville plate mills are 
free from serious strike trouble and are operating at 
about 75 per cent. In fact, their condition as to schedules 
is better than before the strike was called. A division 
of 400 locomotives for Belgium between the Baldwin 
Locomotive Works and the American Locomotive Co. is 
said to be a definite prospect of the near future. Con- 
sumers are now beginning to feel the pinch of inadequate 
supplies of steel. No plans have been made for resump- 
tion of work at the Cambria plant of the Midvale Steel 
& Ordnance Co. 

The threatened strike of coal miners hangs like a wet 
blanket over the pig iron trade, as such a strike will 
seriously affect the coke supply and coke prices. Con- 
servatism in selling is the result and a spot market pre- 
vails. Recent large bookings of basic pig iron have 
strengthened prices of all grades. Foundry iron is up 
from $1 to $2 a ton, standard low phosphorus has ad- 
vanced $1 on a sale of 1000 tons and a Delaware River 
plate manufacturer, now in the market for an additional 
lot of basic, may be obliged to pay higher than he paid 
for 5000 tons bought a week or 10 days ago; that price 
was about $28, delivered. tl

Pig Tron—Foundries are buying steadily in small lots 
for last quarter delivery, but no large individual tonnages 
are appearing in the inquiries.
